To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bala  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen* 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1970* 

The  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  for  the  mid-year  population  was 
1 ,600  which  is  the  same  as  thac  given  for  1969  and  1968. 

There  ware  24  live  births  one  less  than  in  1 969 • There  was  no  stillbirth 
no  infant  death  and  indeed  no  person  under  the  age  of  45  died  during  the 
year.  There  was  no  death  in  childbirth. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  29 • Again  over  half  of  these  deaths 
were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  disease  and  strokes.  Six  persons  died 
from  cancer  this  being  the  same  number  as  in  1969* 

The  report  generally  indicates  a healthy  community* 

I wish  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Clerk  and  all  the  other 
Council  Officials  for  their  help  during  the  year.

out  the  degree,  if  any,  of  infestation  with  rats. 

No  apparent  "Takes"  were  evident  thus  suggesting  that  the  lengths 
tested  were  free  of  any  infestation. 

3.  POISON  USED 

The  poison  generally  used  is  ’Tar far in.  This  is  one  of  a number  of 
poisons  known  as  "anticoagulants"  because  their  nain  action  on 
animals  is  to  prevent  the  blood  fron  clotting. 

There  was  no  indication  found  that  rodents  in  this  area  arc  developing 
resistance  to  this  poison. 

Complaints  of  infestation  are  investigated  and  treatments  are  carried 
out  by  one  of  the  Council’s  workmen,  and  no  charge  is  made  for  either 
private  or  business  premises. 

3.  PEST  CONTROL 

During  1970  fifteen  properties, mainly  dwelling  houses  were  treated  for 
cockroach  infestation.  There  were  no  roquosts  for  treatment  against  flics.

Tho  principal  cause  of  condemnation  of  organs  continues  to  bo  Fascioliasis , 
being  infestation  of  cattlo  and  sheep  livers  with  the  liver  fluke,  together 
with  other  parasitic  conditions#  Tho  reasons  for  rejection  of  the  nine  sheep 
and  lamb  carcases  were  various,  including  injury,  bruising  and  emaciation* 

The  two  pigs  carcases  condemned  were  affected  with  Swine  Erysipelas,  and  tho 
cow  carcase  rejected  showed  ovidence  of  Septicaemia* 


( y ) SLAUGHTERHOUSE  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

Circular  FSH  2/70,  dated  January  1970,  from  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food,  concerning  the  Meat  (Sterilisation) 
Regulations,  gave  further  guidance  upon  the  operation  of  those 
provisions  of  the  regulations  which  allow  unfit  neat  and  knacker  . 
neat  to  be  moved  subject  to  the  specified  safe  guards. 

During  tho  year  the  means  of  supply  of  hot  water  at  the  Slaughterhouse 
became  faulty  and  was  re no wed

(a)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

Food  premises  wore  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  forthwith  upon  complaint*

Defects  and  shortcomings  in  food  premises  generally  included  the  following 
natters:  absence  of  first  aid  materials,  Lefective  structure,  defective 

decoration,  faulty  ventilation,  lack  of  cleanliness,  chipped  crockery,  outdoor 
clothing  kept  ik  food  rooms  etc* 

At  hotels  improvements  included  the  following  natters;-  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  boor  collars,  drainage  of  floors,  defective  decoration,  improvement 
to  lighting,  ventilation  and  the  screening  of  sanitary  accommodation* 

During  the  year  many  shops  were  altered  structurally,  and  advice  regarding 
various  matters  was  givon  at  plan  stage  in  order  to  avoid  possible  contravention 
of  Regulations  when  work  was  completed*  There  is  a.  trend  for  shop  fronts  to  be 
without  air-inlets  and  the  attention  of  occupiers  of  food  premises  and  that  of 
the  builders  is  drawn  to  the  nood  for  adequate  provision  for  ventilation. 

Although  structual  requirements  in  food  promises  aro  now  largely  satisfied  and 
most  of  them  have  the  required  equipment  there  is  still  a wide  variety  of 
shortcomings  in  practive* 

It  is  essential  that  food-handlers  recognise  that  everything  connected  with  food 
must  bo  scrupulosly  clean,  and  oven  in  premises  -where  equipment  and  fittings 
aro  of  the  most  modern  standard  food  hygiene  will  break  down  if  there  is  a lajjsc 
upon  the  part  of  the  personnel  employed* 

(E)  FOREIGN  HATTER  IN  FOOD 

During  1970  two  complaints  wore  received  from  consumers  of  food  that  they  had 
bought  . one  concerning  a neat  pie  affected  by  mould,  and  the  other  of  pre-slicec' 
bacon  being  dirty  and  containing  pieces  of  string. 

Following  reports  to  the  Council  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  producers  of 
the  so  items  and  in  the  case  of  the  bacon  the  Local  authority  in  whose  area  it 
was  prepared  and  packed  was  notified  of  the  incident. 

The  number  of  complaints  of  foreign  matter  in  food  increases  each  year,  and  it 
must  also  be  remember od  that  not  evory  incident  is  reported  to  the  Local 
Authority , 
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(F)  FOOD  POISONING 

Five  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  197G» 

Investigation  failed  to  show  tho  causation  of  these  cases. 

(g)  date  striping  of  food 

During  the  year  there  was  considerable  press  publicity  about  tho  coding  of  perishable 
foods,  the  use  of  open  date-stacking  and  allegations  that  sone  van  delivery  salesmen 
take  back  unsold  food  fron  retailors  and  re-sell  it  to  others. 

The  association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  conducted  its  own  survey  on  sale  or 
return  systens  of  ner chandising  and  obtained  direct  evidenco  of  malpraotices. 

A comprehensive  study  was  made  of  date  stamping  and  the  Association  said  that  whilst 
open  date  stamping  could  create  various  difficulties  for  manufacturers  and  retailers 
it  could  be  a valuable  safeguard  for  consumers. 

A scries  of  discussions  was  hold  with  the  loading  manufacturers  and  retailing 
organisation  to  explore  the  subject.  It  was  subsequently  announced  by  the  Ministry 
of  agriculture  Fisheries  & Food  that  tho  Food  Standards  Committee  was  to  review  the 

subject. 

It  is  appreciated  that  sene  food  manufacturers  already  adopt  open  date  stamping 
systons  but  bocause  the  difficulties  in  extending  the  system  was  recognised  it  had 
been  suggested  that  trade  trials  be  carried  out  on  short  and  medium  life  foods  to  see 
whether  these  difficulties  could  be  overcome. 

In  the  meantime  the  Association  has  urged  that  manufacturers  use  a national  uniform 
coding  system  indicating  tho  date  of  manufacture  and  that  rotajlers  be  advised  of 
the  coding  and  tho  shelf  life  of  tho  commodities  under  different  conditions.

Tho  only  licence  site  within  tho  Urban  area  is  in  respect  of  land  at  Loch  Cafe, 
tho  numbor  of  caravans  there  being  restricted  to  3» 

8.  wATER  SUPPLY 


Bacteriological  Wuality 

5 samples  of  the  town* s water  supply  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
examination  at  tho  public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway,  and  were  found  to  bo 
satisfactory. 

Complaints  of  the  presence  of  sediment  in  tho  water  supply  were  forwarded  to 
the  Water  Board. 

Continuous  chlorination  of  the  Llyn  Are nig  supply  was  instituted  during  1970* 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


During  1970  the  paper/polythene  sack  syston  introduced  in  1968  was  extended 
to  the  12  new  Council  flats  at  Blaenddol,  using  purpose  nade  plastic  bins 
as  the  sack  holders* 

Further  private  householders  bought  sack  holders  from  the  Council,  the  casks 
themselves  being  provided  free  of  charge  by  the  Council. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  form  of  refuse  storage  and  collection  has  been 
accepted  in  principle  as  an  improvement  to  the  traditional  metal  receptacles., 
welcomed  by  the  refuse  collectors  and  by  the  people  using  then,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  gradually  extend  this  system  so  that 
eventually  all  properties,  both  Council  owned  and  privately  owned  will  have 
thoir  present  assorted  and  often  unsuitable  foms  of  refuse  containers  replaced 
by  the  cleaner  and  easier  to  handle  paper  or  plastic  sacks*
